Yefterday came Advice by the Way of Lisbon, 
from the Portuguefe Settlements in South Barbary, 
that the Genoa Galley, Capt. Dumarefque, arrived 
at Buenos Ayres from the Coaft of Africa, with 
Negroes for Account of the South Sea Company, on 
the 17th of December laft; but was nor fiffered to 
land her Negroes there: On which the Ship, with
